Bill For "Ambulance 


Chtaing" Lawyers 


Albany, N. V., April 19 


The Court of Appeals would be 
given the power to administer 
"legal discipline" to "ambulance 
chasing" lawyers under a proposal 
made 
today 
by State Senator 


Thomas C. Desmond. 


The Newburgh Republican said 


he would introduce a bill in the 
Legislature tonight providing for 
the appointment of a "legal disci- 
pline commission" by the court. 


Desmond termed the present 


method of disciplining offenders 
by the court "antiquated and in- 
volved". 


"Rarely are any but the most 


flagrant transgressions prosecuted 
by courts or complainants," he 
said, "and rarer still are the ac- 
cused punished." 


Desmond said that under his 


plan, the court would be empow- 
ered to name the commission. 
Four members would be lawyers, 
one from each judicial district and 
the fifth would be a business or 
professional man chosen from the 
state at large. 
The penalties meted out by the 


commission such as censure, sus- 
pension or disbarment would be 
subject to approval by the court, 
the senator said. 


The 
commission, 
he 
added, 


would also be empowered to in- 
vestigate the character and fitness 
of lawyers.

And th.« heavens were darkened at 


noonday, 
while the air was filled 


with the aound of beating pinions, as

in the Spilng time, in the forests of 
the wild 
and mountainous township 


of Denning, over half a century ago. 
The hordes of birds nested in the 
trees alonjs the banks of tbe east and 
west branches of the N'eversinlt creek 
during the mating season. 


And eT«n today among the older 


residents of the county the Question 
jis often asked. "What has become of 
the wild pigeons", as ther recall the 
thick floctes that nouid appear sud- 
denly and. take possession of the 
trees for miles through tbe forests 
and build their nests and raise their 
young. 


"The pigeons are here," was the 


call that Bounded through the dis- 
trict u men and boys dropped their 
work and ^gathered for the slaughter 
of the bir«ls, which was carried on 
both day and night. During the day 
the forests; would resound with the 
reports of guns, and were illuminat- 
ed at night by flaring torches carried 
by hunter* as the luckless Wrds. 
blinded by; light, were knocked from 
trees and i»ests with poles and clubs. 


Every daa?, while the nesting sea- 


son lasted, thouinnds of pigeons 
were kiiiedL and shipped to market. 
Nets were -used to garner the feath- 
ered harvest alive and the birds were 
then placed in crates and backets 
and chipped to Albany, Xew York 
and other cities. The business of 
pigeon-hanr<eetlng was «o extensive 
that all woark on the farms was sus- 
pended until the survkfnit pigeons 
took flight, not to appear again until 
another spx-lng. 


During tDe nesting season men 


would contaract to supply a certain 
number of t»irds either dead or alive, 
and would litre men at 50 cents a 
day. for in "those days so cents to a 
dollar a davy was considered good 
wages for »«iy kind of labor. 


With the passing of the wild 


pigeon it repealled the fact that to- 
day but few- sturgeons are netted in 
the Hudson river, but It was not so 
many years «o when sturgeon flsh- 
| ine was one of the leading industries 
of this **ct ion. and Itch welching 
200 pounds or more were netted. So 
plentiful »au« tbe supply tbat stur- 
geon sold as* cheaply as H cents » 
pound for smoked Bin. «hll« today 
the retail price is nearer 90 cents a 
pound for tlae delicacy.
